W — P resid en t 
Eisenhow er said today he favors 
a to tal ban on

w eapons, provided such a prohibi­ 
tion is linked (irm ly to an in ter­ 
national agreem ent—backed up by 
inspection—prohibiting forever th e 
future use of such w eapons in w ar. 
The P resident's news conference 
rem ark s on bom b testing stem m ed 
from the current controversy over 
the effects of radioactivity gener­ 
ated by such tests. 


IN A MANY-SIDED 
discussion 
with reporters of th e radiation and 
bomb testing controversy. Eisen­ 
hower m ade these o ther points: 
He did not 
believe 
th a t 
thl» 
country ever again would test a 
hydrogen bomb th e size of the 
largest weapon exploded In th e 
Pacific M arch 1, 1954 T hat blast 
caused w idespread, d am aging (all- 
out 
He 
did 
not 
ru le out 
further 
tests of sm aller hydrogen weap­ 
ons. how ever, pointing out th at the 
H-bomb is one of 
the 
cleanest 
weapons devised by the goverrw 
m en t's nuclear acientists. 


HE ACCEPTED th e finding* of 
the N ational A cadem y of Sciencea 
that 
cu rren t 
radiation 
resulting 
from tests is not dangerous. 
He 
said th a t opposition 
to the 
testa 
now being voiced by num erous oth­ 
er scientists seem s to hav e a d e­ 
gree of organization behind It. 
He expressed the opinion th at 
m any scientists now disagreeing 
with the governm ent on fallout are 
not geneticista or physicists 
and 
are in fact out of th e ir field of 
com petence, 
Eisenhow er o p p o s e d halting 
bomb tests pending an ironclad 
disarm am ent 
agreem ent 
banning 
for all-tfm e, the use of such w ea­ 
pons In w ar. Without such an agree­ 
m ent. he said It would be foolish 
to fall behind any other nation and 
this m eans that testing will have 
to continue.

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Opponents to County Bond Issue 


Subdued in Exchange of Words - 


Angry words exchanged between 
Supervisor 
William 
Jones 
and 
County 
Clerk 
Gordon 
Pequenat 
highlighted a sudden flurry over 
the county building bond issue at 
this week s session of the board of 
supervisors. 
The altercation, touched off by 
charges by Earl Porter of River­ 
side that members of the board of 
supervisors and the county clerk 
had failed to comply with the law 
in regard to the sample ballot bond 
Issue election, ended in apparent 
victory for Pequegnat and propon­ 
ents of the bond issue. 


PORTER CHARGED that the en­ 
closed ballot was a printed argu­ 
ment in favor of the bond issue, 
while 
there 
was 
no 
argument 
against It. He interpreted the law 
as requiring the county clerk 
to 
Issue arguments for both sides. He 
said further that the aw limits the 
words in the argument to 300 hut 
that the proponents' argument con­ 
tained more than 700 words. 
County Counsel Rav T. Sullis an 
Jr.. disagreed with Porter's inter­ 
pretation of the law. He said the 
clerk is required to set a date as 
deadline on which arguments eith­ 
er for or against an issue must be 
filed, and to have such arguments 
printed for enclosure with the sam­ 
ple ballot. 
"The county clerk has no duty 
to prepare an argument for either 
side if none is submitted to him 
said Sullivan, "and he 
has 
the 
right to choose one for and one 
against if more than one is pre­ 
sented for either side." 
SULLIVAN ALSO stated that he 
had counted the words, in the argu 
ment in favor of the bond issue and 
found 290 words exclusive of the 
heading and the list of names ap­ 
pended to the statement 
both of 
which are legally excluded from 
the count. 
Pequegnat agreed with the state 
ments made by Sullivan. 
Supervisor Jones, who with Su 
pervisor Fred McCall has taken a 
firm stand against the bond issue, 
charged that both 
Sullivan 
and 
Pequegnat were biased. 
"Peque- 
gnat is naturally in favor of this 
bond issue," he declared. "We've 
neatly had one slipped over on 
us. Sullivan Is biased too. so we 
can't expect to get a fair inter­ 
pretation from him.” 
"When I'm asked for 
a 
legal 
opinion. I give it to the best of 
my ability regardless of what the 
issue may be," retorted Sullivan 
“ AS AN OPPONENT to the bond 
Issue you are trying to read some­ 
thing into the law that isn't in it," 
Pequegnat told Jones. "You are 
charging your county clerk with ¡ 
a moral responsibility he doesn't 
have." 
, 
“You're biased You can t deny 
ft." said Jones. "You're in favor 
of the bond issue " 
"I ought to be.” replied Peque­ 
gnat. "The conditions in my de­ 
partment and other county depart­ 
ments are enough to warrant sup­ 
port of the bond issue." 
Porter said he was satisfied that 
the county clerk was cleared, but 
he said some of the statements in 


the argument favoring the bond 
issue are untrue "Pequegnat does 
owe it to the public to be sure the 
statements, are true." he told Su 
pervisor Paul Anderson, chairman 
of the board. 
"I 
presume 
you 
handed the statement to him, and 
whoever did is responsible." 
ANDERSON'S IMMEDIATE de 
tlial that the argument 
for the 
bond* issue had been written by 
him or presented by him to the 
county clerk was substantiated by 
Pequegnat 
"The 
statement 
was 
given to me by Elvin I. Downs, 
chairman of the county building 
committee.” he said. 
“This 
discussion 
isn't 
getting 
anywhere," Anderson told Porter 
"1 didn't put you to sleep or give 
you a pill so you'd miss the dead 
Une. You had full opportunity to 
get a statement against the bond 
issue in to the county clerk. It is 
no one's duty to hit you over the 
head and force you to put a state­ 
ment in," 
At one point in the altercation 
Mrs Failh Deuprey of Glen Avon 
rose from the audience to express 
her opinion that the county clerk 
"should be dedicated to his public 
duties.” and then launched into 
an argument against the )>ond is­ 
sue. 

Su 
pervisor Anderson told Mrs. Deu 
prey he'd be glad to hear her out 
if she would stick to the subject

DYNAMIC LANGUAGE 
Editorial writers have had a field 
day. English teachers have been fit to 
be tied. Hardly a day but brings an 
angry letter from some |iart of the 
world to the quiet, Ivy-thick campus of 
Bowdoln College in Maine, where Long­ 
fellow and Hawthorne learned to put 
words together to lay the foundation 
for American letters. And all befa use 
of a report that a visiting lecturer in 
English had no use for grammar.

He told a Maine teachers con­ 
vention not to dwell so much on gram­ 
mar, that the time could be spent bet­ 
ter on teaching literature, and that stu­ 
dents who come to love literature will 
acquire grammar and usage from their 
reading. 
The editorial harvest was immediate: 
“Anyone here whom shall dispute this,” 
headlined the Paducah, Ky„ Sun Demo­ 
crat. "Ain't no use for we'uns to wor­ 
ry,” the La Grange, Ga., News declar­ 
ed. And the ChicagolSun-Times con­ 
cluded, "Grammar? It ain't important 
nohow." There was much more of the 
same, but these will illustrate. 
-Or. Bernard, as his degrres indicate, 
is a scholar. He is steeped in grammar. 
He knows its value. He was attending 
a convention of the Modern Language 
Association in Washington last month, 
where Senator J. W. Fulbright used the 
word “whom" where grammar says the 
word "who" belonged: The Senator is a 
Rhodes scholar with degrees from Ox­ 
ford University and former President of 
Arkansas University.

by which thousands of Americans have 
studied abroad. 
Then and there, Dr., Barnard made a 
decision. "If a man with the education 
of Senator Fulbright can use who and 
whom interchangeably, why can't oth­ 
er people?" he asked himself. 
That question, as anyone who reads 
knows, has been resolved by writers 
from Chaucer to Hemingway. The writ­ 
ten language Is the mirror of the spok­ 
en word. It reflects the usage of the 
time. English is not a dead language, 
whose rules are frozen in ancient class­ 
ics. Its literature is continuous. Words, 
spelling, yes even grammar changes 
with time. The dictionary is full of "ob­ 
solete" meanings. It can hardly keep up 
with tl}e meanings that usage gives 
in current parlance. 
That Is not to say that writers and 
writing have no responsibility to keep 
the language pure. Dr. Barnard sets a 
hard regime for his classes. By the end 
of January, they will have read the 
Bible, Ovid’s Metamorphoses, four of 
F’lato’s dialogues, Gulliver’s travels, 
Franklin's Autobiography, Thoreau’s 
Walden and a selection of Georg Or­ 
well’s essays. He requires a theme a 
week, usually on the week's reading as­ 
signment. Spelling and neatness of writ­ 
ing he grades along with the context. 
His method, and this is all he tried to 
Imply in his widely quoted remark, Is to 
note grammar and call attention to any 
faults,’ but to put most of the time on 
the subject matter, to make sure the au­ 
thor's meaning is understood. Aren't all 
grammar and language a means of com­ 
municating ideas? "Ain’t no use for 
we’uns to worry" because grammar has 
a way of taking care of itself before we 
can make our meaning clear.

AMONG THESE "shortcomings," 
he said, were the practice of mak­ 
ing personal loans from confer­ 
ence funds.
